E. M. O. Planned 
Disaster Successful 


A flesh searing flash of white light, fol¬ 
lowed by screaming, building wrecking wind 
turned a local school into a bedlam of injured 
and dead students here today as the Crows 
Nest Pass Emergency Measures Organization 
conducted a planned nuclear disaster ma¬ 
noeuvre. 


Working in co-operation with the 
Crows Nest Pass EMO, police, 
fire departments, local citizens, 
and high school students simulated 
a life-like disaster that saw over 
30 seriously injured students tak¬ 
en into the Crows Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital where staff doctors 
and nurses took over. 

Injuries included amputated fin¬ 
gers, severely burned patients, 
others with intestines hanging out, 
fractured limbs and wild, hysteri¬ 
cal patients that gave hospital at¬ 
tendants a good chance to exer¬ 
cise their abilities. 

To make the events more real¬ 
istic J. Robertson of the Alberta 
EMO, Miss G. E. Hogan, Reg.N., 
nursing consultant, Alex Ballan- 
tyne, stores officer and A. W. 
Mann, acting director of the Em¬ 
ergency Health Services, did an 
expert job of applying make-up to 
produce life-like looking wounds 
on the school students. 

The 50 students involved were 
from the Horace Allen high school 
in Coleman, and the Isabelle Sel-

took the part of the patients, and 
stretcher bearers. 

The entire operation was plan¬ 
ned and conducted by Crows Nest 
Pass EMO co-ordinator, F. J. Pen- 
gelly of Bellevue, Joe Basso and 
Tyse Vastenhout of Bellevue, Geo.

The Edmonton officials stated 
that the exercise was extremely 
well handled and commended the 
young people of the schools for 
their splendid co-operation and re¬ 
alistic performance of their parts.

Every Home 

Who needs it? 

Home Nursing training, that is. 
What With all the medical 
health programs planned or al¬ 
ready in existence, there hardly 
seems to be any point in learn¬ 
ing to treat illness in the home. 
Might as well check into the hos¬ 
pital at the first sign of a sniffle, 
ache or pain (after all, it’s prac¬ 
tically free, isn’t it?) 

This sounds logical until one re¬ 
alizes that these new services are 
the very things that are going to 
stretch already overtaxed hos¬ 
pital facilities to near the break¬ 
ing point. And whether the ser¬ 
vices are free or not won’t matter 
very much, if you can’t get into 
a hospital because there’s al¬ 
ready a waiting list as long as a 
$50 roll of surgical gauze. 

The recent report of the Royal 
Commission on Health Services 
has predicted a need for ever-in¬ 
creasing numbers of trained per¬ 
sonnel in the health field. The 
Commission emphasized that in¬ 
dividuals and families will have 
to assume the responsibility of 
caring for themselves in all but 
cases of serious illness. 

In addition, Emergency Health 
Services has stated that in case 
of disaster, one person in every 
home, proficient in Home Nurs¬ 
ing, is an absolute necessity. 

It is with these very real needs 
in mind, that St. John Ambulance 
has recently stepped up its Home 
Nursing program. Last year over 
6,000 Canadians took this training. 

Miss Margaret M. Hunter, Reg. 
N., Chief Nursing Officer for St. 
John Ambulance, says the As¬ 
sociation is more concerned about 
patient care in the home today 
than ever before. 

“Although new hospitals are be¬ 
ing built,” she says, “there are 
still not enough to meet the needs 
of our population. Therefore, it 
is most important that we con¬ 
serve hospital beds for those who 
need them most, the acutely ill.” 

Miss Hunter says she hopes the 
new “Patient Care in the Home” 
manual published by St. John will 
stimulate increased interest in 
home nursing in Canada. 

An easy-to-read, information- 
packed supplement to the Associ¬ 
ation’s Home Nursing courses, it 
tells the homemaker how to do 
everything from preparing an ice 
pack to coping with emergency 
childbirth. 

It is filled with simple proced¬ 
ures that make caring for an in¬ 
valid at home easier for both the 
patient and the homemaker. 

For example, did you know that 
pills for small children should be 
crushed between two spoons? — 
that beds in the home cause dis¬ 
comfort to both patient and home¬ 
maker because they are too low 
and that raising the bed just a 


few inches with wooden blocks 
or tin cans filled with sand, will 
make a big difference in conveni¬ 
ence and comfort?— that a simple 
cardboard cradle made from a 
box with two sides removed will 
protect the patient from bedding 
which can weigh very heavily on 
the feet after a few days? 

The manual is available to the 
general public through local St. 
John branches, but Miss Hunter 
emphasizes that it is meant to 
supplement, not supplant, the 
Home Nursing course. 

A St. John Home Nursing course 
takes two hours a week for eight 
weeks. It helps a mother protect 
herself and her family against 
accidents; teaches her to recog¬ 
nize early signs of illness; shows 
how to prevent the spread of in¬ 
fection, and teaches her simple 
nursing skills. 

Miss Hunter points , pu^ there 
are “very good personal*reasons 
why young mothers and home¬ 
makers should have a knowledge 
of home nursing skill”. She adds, 
“Many patients, particularly child¬ 
ren and older people, seem to re¬ 
spond more readily to care in 
their own beds”. 

For recuperating from illness, 
after all, there’s no place like 
home. 

Arthritis Can 
Be Controlled 

Arthritis, by definition, means 
inflammation of the joint or joints. 
There are many kinds of arthritis, 
some of which tend to produce 
disability and some which do not. 
The Canadian Medical Association 
reports. 

Very seldom does arthritis pro¬ 
duce any degree of permanent 
disability. Statistics show that 
even in these instances where 
arthritis advances to the stage 
where it is threatening to cripple, 
adequate medical care will pre¬ 
vent crippling in five out of six 
cases. 

When a patient appears in a 
doctor’s office complaining of p ain 
in a joint, the doctor will attempt 
to determine what kind of arth¬ 
ritis is causing the pain, and how 
far it has advanced. 

For some kinds of arthritis — 
gout is one — there is a specific 
treatment that will cure, leav in g 
no disability. In others there may 
be a threat of disability, but prop¬ 
er management will prevent crip¬ 
pling in over 80 per cent of cases. 

The C.M.A. says, the vast ma¬ 
jority of cases do not fall into 
either of these two groups. In 
most cases the doctor will know 
that the attacks of arthritis will 
be short-lived, will not recur, and 
will leave no disability. It is some¬ 
times hard to be sure which ones 
will progress, recur and ultimately 
threaten to disable, but his efforts 
can help prevent the disease from 
progressing.

Cleaner highways for 1968, and 
how to obtain them. The fact of 
the matter was brought to my at¬ 
tention, we were in need of a 
clean-up job. Namely, while I 
was enroute to Ponoka, I enter¬ 
ed Highway 53, 17 miles east of 
town, and started counting the 
liquor cartons lying on the right 
side of the hard-top, to the shame 
of whoever put them there. I 
counted 26! What think you? 

I will tell you in part what I 
have been thinking as you read 
the following paragraphs: 

A—That ALL liquor sold in car¬ 
tons in any legalized form, the 


Alberta’s teaching force is pre¬ 
dicted to reach an all-time high 
of 19,300 teachers in the 1967-68 
school year. 

Of the total 19,300 teachers, — 
about one in three is expected to 
have at least one degree, indicat¬ 
ing that today’s teacher has more 
preparation than teachers had in 
past years. 

Teachers are also better paid. 
The Department of Education re¬ 
ports the average teacher salary 
in the 1966-67 school year was 
$6,643, up $484 over the previous 
year. Total salaries of teachers in 
public and separate school sys¬ 
tems in Alberta amounted to $121,- 
661,000 in 1966-67, up $15,836,000 
over 1965-66. Forty-five teachers 
were reported to receive $15,000 or 
more in 1966-67. Teachers are paid 
according to teacher training and 
teaching experience. 

The increase in the Alberta 
teacher salary bill can be attrib¬ 
uted to three major factors. There 
were about 1130 more teachers in 
Alberta’s elementary and second¬ 
ary schools last year than a year 
earlier. Rates of pay went up by 
about seven per cent from 1965-66 
to 1966-67. The average amount of 
training increased slightly, lead¬ 
ing to higher salary placement. 

Teachers earned their average 
salary of $6643 in 1966-67 in 200 
working days. This contrasts with 
the 235 days expected of most em¬ 
ployees working a five-day week 
with three weeks vacation and ten 
holidays per year. 

By legislation teachers are guar¬ 
anteed 20 days of sick leave per 
year. Pension benefits for teach¬ 
ers are generous and cost school 
boards and the provincial govern¬ 
ment an amount equal to about 6 
per cent per year, an estimated 
$400 per teacher in 1966-67.

New Collection 
Of Photographs 

A new collection of photographs 
of early days in Alberta, on loan 
from the Glenbow Alberta In¬ 
stitute in Calgary, is presently on 
display in the Provincial Museum. 

The collection deals with seg¬ 
ments of early life in the prov¬ 
ince, starting with the first Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police unit in 
1874. An early railway engine, and 
a scene depicting the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway in 
1886, are pictured, as are other 
modes of transportation up to 1924. 
A number of photographs of early 
fire-fighting crews and equipment 
in Calgary are side by side with 
pictures of early newspaper es¬ 
tablishments in southern Alberta. 

The Calgary Stampede of 1928 is 
pictured, with one photograph of 
particular interest, of the Hon. R. 
B. Bennett and Senator Pat Burns. 
Turner Valley Oilfield was active 
at that time, and the final two 
photographs in the collection de¬ 
pict this busy period. 

Museum personnel are kept busy 
with a steady stream of visitors. 
Sunday, February 11th was the 
record day so far, with a total of 
4758 persons. Over 47,000 have 
toured the Museum since its open¬ 
ing with over 12,000 during the 
first two weeks of February. The 
Friday evening 9:00 o’clock clos¬ 
ing has proved to be very suc¬ 
cessful and popular, with many 
small groups and clubs, as well 
as individuals, taking advantage 
of the extended hours. 

A large number of school groups 
have toured the Museum, and tea¬ 
chers and group leaders are re¬ 
minded that arrangements should 
be made in advance for tours, so 
that guides may be in attendance 
and groups can be directed in such 
a manner as not to collide with 
other touring parties.

Heating Equipment?

This is tihe season of the year 
when heating equipment is work J 
ing to Ml capacity. There is all 
the more reason therefore to make 
ia critical examination of (heating 
equipment and to assist in this 
we would now like to publish a 
heating equipment quiz. 

When reading this quiz and giv¬ 
ing honest answers, it should be 
noted that any answer other than 
“yes” should cause immediate 
alarm and should be the cue to 
doing whatever is necessary to 
follow safe practices that will 'be 
clearly indicated by reading the 
heating equipment quiz. 

--Have yciur stoves, furnace, chim¬ 
ney and smoke pipes been cheek¬ 
ed and cleaned where necessary 
within the past year? 

—Are furnaces and stoves at least 
18 inches from any exposed' 
woodwork? 

—Do any stove pipes rum through 
attics or concealed spaces? 
—Are smoke pipes, when running 
through combustible partitions, 
protected by a double ventilat¬ 
ing metal thimble? 

—Do you prohibit the use of gas¬ 
oline or kerosene for starting 
or quickening fires in your 
'home? 

—Does your fireplace have a met¬ 
al screen in front of it to pre¬ 
vent sparks from flying onto 
the carpet or furniture? 

—Are all portable heaters of a 
type listed by the Canadian 
Standards Association? 

—Is your portable oil heater al¬ 
ways placed on a level floor to 
ensure proper operation? 

—Do you always refill the fuel 
tanks of portable heaters out of 


doors and in the daylight? 

—If you .use a wick-type portable 
oil heater do you trilm the wick' 
and clean it regularly? 

—Do you alwlays turn, your port¬ 
able oil heater out upon retir¬ 
ing at night or when moving it 
from one part of the house to 
another? 

You should be safe from 'heat¬ 
ing equipment fiires if you can 
answer “yes” to 'all 11 questions. 

Chest- X-Ray 

Everybody agrees that chest 
x-rays are essential in the de¬ 
tection of early tuberculosis, ear¬ 
ly lung cancer and other silent, 
serious lung and heart troubles. 
Early detection is vital because 
the chances of controlling or cor¬ 
recting these conditions are great¬ 
er when treatment can be started 
early. 

There is no question about the 
value of chest x-rays — but how 
often should they be taken? 

The Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion says, every teen-ager should 
have a chest x-ray and tuberculin 
test—before he leaves school. If 
these are negative, then there 
need be no more chest x-rays un¬ 
til age 40. However, a tuberculin 
test should be taken annually. If 
the tuberculin test is positive then 
a chest x-ray should be taken an¬ 
nually. 

At age 40, chest x-rays every 
year should begin. The hazard of 
tuberculosis, lung cancer and 
other chest disease becomes much 
greater at this stage in life — 
partciularly for men. 

The C.M.A. says that among 
older men, who are addicted to 
smoking cigarettes, one out of 
every 300 develops lung cancer.

Our Home Management Special¬ 
ist, Mrs. Edna Clarke, recently 
put out a newsletter, which had 
this to say about the new consum¬ 
er credit laws: 

“Somebody once said that if the 
masses have one quality in com¬ 
mon it’s a complete indifference 
to being “hooked”.” 

Until the Albert Credit and Loan 
Agreement Act became law on 
November 1, 1967, the masses did 
not have much choice when it 
came to borrowing cash or financ¬ 
ing consumer goods. The lender 
or retailer could charge whatever 
interest rate the traffic would 
bear. And the customer knew 
precious little about what credit 
really cost him. 

The whole business is out in the 
open now. The terms of this new 
legislation have profound mean¬ 
ing for anybody who ever bought 
a fur coat “on time”, or floated a 
loan from a financial institution 
for a car. 

Advertising indoctrinates people 
with the modern concept that those 
who wait until they have cash 
before they buy, are tarred with 
the brush of stupidity. Retail out¬ 
lets fairly shriek, “Don’t just stand 
there, CHARGE something”. 

So along with this “friendly” 
persuasion to use our credit, the 
financial and retail outlets are 
jolly well going to “fess up” and 
tell us what it costs. 

Terms of the Credit and Loan 
Agreement Act: 

1— Applies to cash loans as well 
as to financial purchases. 

2— Lenders must use standard pro¬ 
cedures to calculate and dis¬ 
close true annual interest rate. 

3— Carrying Charges must be ex¬ 
pressed in dollars and cents, 

as well as simple annual inter¬ 
est rate. 

4— Borrower must be informed as 
to amount and frequency of 
payments. 

5— Down payment and total amt. 
loaned must be stated. 

6— All other costs of goods, includ¬ 
ing transportation and instal¬ 
lation charges, must be stated. 

7— Extra charges to the borrower 
for not meeting payments must 
be stated in percentage per an¬ 
num. 

8— Goods financed must be clearly 
described. 

The Act does not regulate inter¬ 
est charges. It does enable people 
to shop for credit in full know¬ 
ledge of cost differences. 

It’s up to us to spread the good 
word everywhere. Alberta is in the 
vanguard when it comes to legis¬ 
lation protecting' the consumer. A 
giant step forward and something 
to crow about.

tics, basements, cupboards and 
even in archives, presenting a 
serious explosion and fire hazard. 

The Chief Inspector of Theatres 
has issued a warning to all per¬ 
sons who have in their possession 
reels or part reels of old movie 
film, either 28mm or 35mm in 
width and made before 1948. This 
film is dangerous, and should be 
destroyed. The warning does not 
apply to 8mm or 16mm home 
movie film. 

It is almost certain that all film 
in the 28mm and 35mm sizes made 
before 1948 is printed on nitrate 
base film stock. Usually, but not 
always, this film is identified by 
the word “nitrate” printed along 
one edge at one foot intervals. 

Regardless of age or condition, 
all nitrate film is highly combust¬ 
ible. In fact, combustion is so 
rapid that, in an enclosed space, 
it almost always results in a vio¬ 
lent explosion. The fumes of burn¬ 
ing nitrate are very toxic and usu¬ 
ally fatal if breathed into the 
lungs. It has the ability to gen¬ 
erate its own oxygen, as it burns, 
and will continue to burn after 
being immersed in water. 


Due to a continuing reaction be¬ 
tween the chemicals used in man¬ 
ufacture and processing and the 
humidity and temperature of the 
air, nitrate film will not remain 
stable for long periods of time. 
Spontaneous combustion can oc¬ 
cur any time after the start of 
decomposition. 

Decomposition begins with a yel¬ 
low discoloration, fading of the 
image and undue brittleness. At 
later stages, the emulsion becomes 
sticky and the layers of film may 
weld together in a frothing mass 
with a disagreeable odor. The fin¬ 
al stage is when an acrid smell¬ 
ing brown powder appears. 

Significant quantities of nitrate 
film have been appearing lately 
in donations to museums, in the 
residue of estates, and from pri¬ 
vate sources. 

Anyone with old film in his pos¬ 
session should immediately, gent¬ 
ly and carefully, remove it from 
any building and source of heat. 
DO NOT PLACE IT IN WITH 
GARBAGE OR ATTEMPT TO 
DESTROY IT PERSONALLY. An 
operator in a city incinerator was 
badly burned and the incinerator 


damaged not long ago when a 
load of garbage contained an un¬ 
noticed quantity of nitrate film. 

A letter or phone call to K. D. 
Kremer, Chief Inspector of The¬ 
atres, Room 127, Natural Resour¬ 
ces Building, Edmonton, will bring 
an inspector to identify the type 
of film and, if necessary, arrange 
for its destruction in a safe man¬ 
ner.
